Using 
Canadians'  answers  to  census  questions.  Statistics  Canada 
has  put  together  a  wide  assortment  of  products  and  services 
and  made  them  available  to  the  many  users  of  census  data, 
including  analysts,  researchers  and  government  decision 
makers. 

To  help  users  decide  which  of  the  many  1996  Census 
products  and  services  is  right  for  them,  Statistics  Canada 
has  two  research  tools:  one  in  printed  form,  the  1996 
Census  Catalogue,  and  the  other  in  electronic  form. 
Information  on  Products  and  Services  (IPS).

In  the  fall  of  1996,  Statistics  Canada  published  the  7996 
Census  Preview  of  Products  and  Services,  which  provided 
a  general  description  of  the  range  of  forthcoming  products 
and  services.  The  7996  Census  Catalogue  -  First  Edition 
presents  the  full  line  of  products  and  services  in  detail. 

Second  Edition 

Users  are  reminded  that  the  content  of  some  census 
products  may  yet  change,  primarily  because  of  the  data 
compilation  process,  which  is  still  in  progress  as  this 
publication  goes  to  press.  A  second  edition  of  the  7996 
Census  Catalogue,  scheduled  for  release  in  the  fall  of  1998, 
will  contain  definitive  information  about  1996  Census 
products  and  services. 


Until  the  second  edition  is  published,  users  can  obtain  the 
latest  information  by  consulting  IPS,  which  is  updated 
periodically,  or  by  contacting  the  Statistics  Canada  regional 
reference  centre  in  their  area  (see  the  list  in  the  chapter 
entitled  "How  to  Get  Help"). 


How  to  Use  the  Catalogue 

The  catalogue  has  two  main  parts:  1996  Census  of 
Population  products  and  services  and  1996  Census  of 
Agriculture  products  and  services. 

Census  of  Population  products  and  services  are  divided  into 
five  categories:  (1)  reference  products,  (2)  digital 
geography  products,  (3)  standard  data  products,  (4) 
analytical  products  and  (5)  tabulation  services.  Standard 
data  products  are  further  divided  into  six  different  series  of 
products.  An  overview  of  the  full  range  of  1996  Census  of 
Population  products  and  services  is  provided  at  the 
beginning  of  the  Census  of  Population  chapter. 

There  are  three  categories  of  Census  of  Agriculture 
products:  (1)  data  products,  (2)  an  analytical  publication 
and  (3)  Census  of  Agriculture  services.  An  overview  is 
provided  at  the  beginning  of  that  chapter. 

The  catalogue  covers  each  of  the  above  categories  of 
products  and  services  in  turn.  There  is  an  overview  for 
each  category,  with  general  information  about  the  various 
products,  their  prices  and  dissemination  media. 

Following  the  overview  is  a  detailed  list  of  the  products  or 
services  by  catalogue  number,  with  a  description  and  the 
publication  date  and  media.  The  only  exception  is  the 
section  on  standard  data  products.  In  this  case,  there  is  an 
overview  for  each  of  the  six  series  in  the  category,  and  the 
list  of  products  in  five  of  the  series  is  given  in  tabular  form 
together  with  related  information.  The  dissemination 
media  of  the  standard  data  products  are  indicated  in  the 
legend  below:

In  contrast  to  previous  censuses,  each  1996  Census  product 
or  service  is  considered  an  individual  product,  even  though 
it  is  part  of  a  category  or  a  series.  Hence,  each  product  or 
service  has  a  unique  catalogue  number  (product  number). 
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To  assist  users  in  their  research,  a  detailed  table  of  contents 
is  provided  at  the  front  of  the  catalogue.  Users  who  need 
help  or  want  to  know  how  to  obtain  census  products  and 
services  can  find  useful  information  in  the  section  entitled 
"How  to  Get  Help".  The  catalogue's  appendices  also 
provide  further  information  about  the  components  of  area 
profiles  (electronic  version)  and  data  quality,  as  well  as 
complete  information  on  geography  products  and  services. 

Major  Data  Releases 

The  initial  release  of  1996  Census  results  took  place  in 
April  1997,  seven  months  after  the  end  of  field  operations. 
During  those  months,  over  12.4  million  questionnaires 
went  through  processing,  data  entry,  automated  coding  and 
compilation  before  the  resulting  data  could  be  analysed  and 
made  available  to  users.  Each  step  had  to  be  completed  and 
certified  before  the  data  were  released.  This  process 
ensures  that  census  data  meet  the  high  standards  users  have 
come  to  expect. 

The  release  of  census  variables  is  announced  in  Statistics 
Canada's  official  release  vehicle.  The  Daily.  On  release 
day,  highlights  and  an  analysis  of  the  key  trends  in  the  data 
are  presented  in  The  Daily.  The  same  information  is  also 
made  available  to  users  on  Statistics  Canada's  Web  site 
(http://www.statcan.ca),  along  with  a  few  excerpts  from 
tables  in  The  Nation  series. 

A  wide  assortment  of  data  is  also  available  through 
Statistics  Canada's  regional  reference  centres  on  release 
day.  These  data  are  released  in  two  forms.  The  Nation 
series  (see  Section  3.2)  provides  a  full  range  of  statistics, 
with  data  for  Canada,  provinces  and  territories  and,  in 
some  tabulations,  census  metropolitan  areas.  Then,  there 
are  the  Area  Profiles  (see  Section  3.3),  one  for  each 
variable  in  the  release.  Initially,  they  are  available  for 
census  divisions  and  subdivisions,  with  other  geographic 
levels  being  available  a  month  after  release  day.  Other 
products  come  out  over  the  following  weeks  and  months. 
For  the  exact  date  on  which  a  particular  product  is  to  be 
released,  refer  to  the  corresponding  catalogue  entry  (see 
Table  of  Contents).

Overview  of  1996  Census  of 
Population  Products  and  Services 

The  1996  Census  collected  information  from  the  population 
of  Canada  in  order  to  paint  a  statistical  portrait  of  the 
country  and  its  inhabitants  in  terms  of  their  demographic, 
cultural,  social  and  economic  characteristics.  This  portrait 
is  disseminated  in  various  ways  and  available  in  various 
forms. 

The  full  line  of  census  products  and  services  is  divided  into 
five  main  categories:  reference  products,  digital  geography 
products,  standard  data  products,  analytical  products  and 
tabulation  services.  Each  category  is  described  in  detail  in 
a  separate  section  (see  Table  of  Contents). 

Description 

Reference  products:  This  category  consists  of  general 
reference  products  (Catalogue,  Dictionary,  Census 
Handbook,  technical  reports)  and  geographic  reference 
products  (GeoRef,  reference  maps).  They  cover  various 
aspects  of  the  census  and  are  intended  to  support  the  use  of 
census  data.  Prices  start  at  $15. 

Digital  geography  products:  There  are  two  groups  in 
this  category.  One  group  contains  attribute  information 
and  comprises  the  Block-face  Data  File,  the  Postal  Code 
Conversion  File  and  the  Postal  Codes  by  Federal  Ridings 
File.  The  other  group  contains  spatial  information  and 
consists  of  the  digital  boundary  files,  digital  cartographic 
files,  street  network  files  and  skeletal  street  network  files. 
The  prices  of  geography  products  depend  on  their 
geographic  coverage  and  other  factors.  For  the  1996 
Census,  the  prices  of  many  geography  products  have  been 
lowered. 

Standard  data  products:  Products  in  this  category 
provide  tabulations  taken  from  the  census  database.  They 
contain  statistical  information  about  every  characteristic  of 
the  population,  households,  dwellings  and  families, 
characteristics  that  are  measured  in  the  census.  They  are 
the  Population  and  Dwelling  Counts,  The  Nation  series,  the 
Area  Profiles,  the  Basic  Summary  Tables,  the  Dimensions 
series  and  the  Public  Use  Microdata  Files.  The  prices  of 
standard  data  products  are  based  on  the  specific  features  of 
each  product. 

Analytical  products:  Using  1996  Census  data,  Statistics 
Canada  analysts  will  prepare  articles  on  social, 
demographic  and  economic  issues  for  publication  in 
periodicals  such  as  Canadian  Social  Trends,  Canadian 


Economic  Observer  and  Perspectives  on  Labour  and 
Income,  and  in  professional  statistics  and  demography 
journals.  Subscription  fees  and  single  issue  prices  vary. 

Tabulation  services:  These  services  are  for  users  who 
cannot  find  what  they  need  in  the  regular  line  of  products 
and  services.  Tabulation  services  provide  customers  with 
different  types  of  products,  whose  versatility  depends  on  the 
content,  geographic  detail  and  media  required.  The 
services  include  custom  and  semi-custom  products, 
geocoding  service,  geography  custom  services  and  custom 
maps. 

The  prices  and  production  time  of  tabulation  services  vary, 
particularly  with  the  type  and  complexity  of  the 
requirement.

General  reference  products 

1996  Census  Preview  of  Products  and  Services  - 

This  publication  presents  an  overview  of  the  range  of 
products  and  services  based  on  the  1996  censuses  of 
population  and  agriculture.  Brief  descriptions  of  census 
products  and  services  are  provided. 

1996  Census  Catalogue  -  First  Edition  -  The 

catalogue  provides  full  product  descriptions,  including 
information  about  the  release  date,  price,  format,  table  titles 
and  catalogue  numbers.  There  is  a  clear  explanation  of 
how  to  order  products,  and  an  order  form  is  supplied  to 
make  it  simpler.  Also  included  are  descriptions  of  the 
various  services  available  to  users,  and  a  complete  list  of 
Statistics  Canada  contacts  to  serve  the  customer  better. 

1996  Census  Dictionary  -  This  product  provides 
definitions  of  all  the  concepts,  variables  and  geographic 
elements  of  the  1996  Census.  The  information  provided  for 
each  variable  includes  the  associated  question  number(s), 
the  response  categories  or  classifications,  and  remarks 
about  points  of  interest,  such  as  the  variable's  history.  The 
dictionary  also  contains  a  guide  to  census  geography  and 
applications,  a  general  index  and  easy-to-read  charts. 

The  1996  Census  Handbook  -  This  publication  presents 
a  non-technical  overview  of  the  entire  census  process,  from 
content  determination  to  product  and  service  delivery.  It 
also  deals  with  data  quality  and  confidentiality  and 
provides  examples  of  various  census  data  applications.  In 
addition,  it  contains  a  brief  history  of  census-taking  in 
Canada. 

1996  Census  Technical  Reports  -  These  reports  take  a 
close  look  at  the  quality  of  the  data  produced  by  the  vast, 
complex  undertaking  that  was  the  1996  Census.  Despite 
the  considerable  effort  taken  to  ensure  high  quality  at  every 
stage,  the  census  results  are  likely  to  contain  some  degree 
of  error.  The  reports  focus  on  collection  and  processing 
operations  and  provide  the  results  of  data  quality  evaluation 
and  notes  on  comparability  with  previous  censuses. 


The  technical  reports  are  intended  for  experienced  users, 
but  they  are  written  so  that  any  census  data  user  may  find 
them  helpful.  In  all,  there  are  19  technical  reports  covering 
a  number  of  subjects  and  variables. 


Geographic  reference  products 

GeoRef  -  This  is  a  powerful  data  retrieval  and  tabular 
output  tool  with  software  and  data  on  a  CD-ROM.  Users 
can  explore  the  links  between  standard  geographic  levels 
and  determine  geographic  codes,  names,  and  population 
and  dwelling  counts.  Gec»/?e/ also  provides  EA 
correspondence  data  (for  1996  Census  EAs  and  1991 
Census  EAs)  and  an  EA  reference  map  listing  that 
facilitates  identification  of  appropriate  EA  reference  maps. 

Reference  maps  -  These  maps  show  the  geography  of  the 
census  and  help  users  find  the  boundaries  of  census  regions 
so  that  they  can  relate  census  data  to  physical  locations. 
Over  7,500  reference  maps  are  produced,  covering  various 
geographic  levels,  including  enumeration  areas  (the  unit 
used  for  census  collection),  federal  electoral  districts 
(ridings)  according  to  the  1987  Representation  Order, 
census  tracts  (neighbourhoods),  census  agglomerations  and 
census  metropolitan  areas  (large  urban  centres),  census 
subdivisions  (municipalities)  and  census  divisions  (counties 
and  "municipalit6s  r^gionales  de  comt6").  Reference  maps 
are  sold  individually  or  in  sets.

Reference  products  are  available  in  hard-copy  form,  with 
the  exception  of  GeoRef,  which  is  published  on  CD-ROM.

2.     Digital  Geograpliy  Products 

There  are  two  types  of  digital  geography  products.  One 
contains  attribute  information  and  comprises  the  Block-face 
Data  File,  the  Postal  Code  Conversion  File,  the  Postal 
Codes  by  Federal  Ridings  File  and  GeoRef.  The  other  type 
contains  spatial  information  and  consists  of  the  digital 
boundary  files,  digital  cartographic  fdes,  street  network 
files  and  skeletal  street  network  fdes. 


Description 


Attribute  Information: 

Block-face  Data  File  (BFDF)  -  This  file  contains  1996 
population  and  dwelling  counts  for  the  block-faces  of  urban 
centres  covered  by  the  street  network  files.  A  block-face  is 
generally  one  side  of  a  city  street  between  two  consecutive 
intersections;  it  is  also  the  smallest  geographic  unit 
available  from  Statistics  Canada.  The  BFDF  also  links  the 
block-face  to  all  other  levels  of  standard  geography 
(enumeration  areas  and  above)  through  geographic  codes. 
The  file  contains  street  names  with  address  ranges  as  well 
as  coordinates  for  a  point  representing  the  approximate 
centre  of  each  block-face.  A  reference  guide  is  included. 

Postal  Code  Conversion  File  (PCCF)  -  This  file 
provides  the  relationship  between  Canada  Post 
Corporation's  six-character  postal  codes  and  the  standard 
1 996  Census  geographic  areas  (enumeration  areas, 
municipalities,  census  tracts  and  so  on).  It  also  provides 
the  X,  y  coordinates  of  a  point  representing  the  approximate 
location  of  the  postal  code  to  support  mapping.

Semi- 
annual updates  are  available  in  January  and  July.  Updates 
released  in  July  include  new  postal  codes  effective  in 
January  of  the  release  year,  while  updates  issued  in  January 


include  new  postal  codes  in  use  in  July  of  the  previous  year.

Spatial  Information: 

Digital  boundary  files  (DBFs)  and  digital 
cartographic  files  (DCFs)  -  Digital  boundary  files  show 
the  official  boundaries  used  for  census  collection.  As  a 
result,  the  boundaries  often  appear  as  straight  lines 
extending  into  bodies  of  water.  In  digital  cartographic 
files,  the  boundaries  have  been  altered  to  follow  the 
coastlines  and  shorelines  of  Canada's  land  mass,  including 
major  islands. 

Street  network  files  (SNFs)  -  These  are  digital  files 
representing  the  street  networks  of  most  large  urban  centres 
in  Canada.  They  also  contain  other  visible  physical  and 
cultural  features  (such  as  hydrography,  railroads  and 
pipelines)  and  attribute  information  (e.g.,  street  names, 
hydrographic  names  and  address  ranges  for  streets  with 
assigned  addresses).  Streets  and  addresses  are  updated  to 
reflect  the  information  collected  on  Census  Day,  May  14, 
1996.  In  combination  with  appropriate  software  owned  by 
the  user,  street  network  files  are  useful  in  preparing  routes, 
planning  delivery  services  and  mapping.  A  reference  guide 
is  included. 

Skeletal  street  network  files  (SSNFs)  -  These  are 
"thinned  out"  street  network  files  consisting  of  cartographic 
reference  features  such  as  major  streets  (with  street  names 
but  no  address  ranges)  and  some  railway  features  used  to 
define  census  tract  boundaries.

The 
files  also  contain  other  visible  physical  and  cultural  features  (such  as  hydrography,  railroads,  pipelines)  and  attribute 
information  (for  example,  street  and  hydrographic  names,  and  address  ranges  for  streets  with  assigned  addresses).  Streets  and 
addresses  are  updated  to  reflect  the  information  collected  on  Census  Day  -  May  14,  1996.  In  combination  with  the  user's 
appropriate  software,  the  street  network  files  are  useful  for  route  planning,  delivery  services  and  mapping.  A  reference  guide  is 
included. 

A  total  of  344  municipalities  is  covered  by  SNFs  -  328  in  census  metropolitan  areas  (CMAs)  and  census  agglomerations  (CAs) 
with  census  tracts,  5  in  CAs  without  census  tracts  and  1 1  outside  CMAs  and  CAs.  This  coverage  represents  62%  of  Canada's 
population  but  less  than  1  %  of  the  land  area.

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3.6    Public  Use  Microdata  Files  (PUMFs) 

The  public  use  microdata  files  (PUMFs)  contain  samples  of 
anonymous  responses  from  1996  Census  questionnaires. 
The  files  are  powerful  research  tools.  Users  can  combine  or 
manipulate  variables  to  meet  their  own  data  and  research 
needs.  They  can  generate  tables  not  included  in  other 
census  products  or  analyse  relationships  between  variables 
with  a  number  of  statistical  tests.  The  files  have  been 
carefully  checked  to  ensure  the  complete  confidentiality  of 
individual  responses.  In  addition,  geographic  identifiers 
have  been  restricted  to  provinces,  territories  and  large 
metropolitan  areas. 

Description 

Three  PUMFs  are  available:  the  Individuals  File,  the 
Households  and  Housing  File,  and  the  Families  File. 

Individuals  File  -  This  file  provides  data  on  the 
characteristics  of  the  population,  such  as  labour  force 
activity  and  income.  It  contains  over  100  variables. 

Households  and  Housing  File  -  This  file  provides 
housing  information,  such  as  structural  type,  number  of 
rooms,  and  shelter  costs,  as  well  as  details  of  household 
composition  and  socio-economic  information  concerning 
the  household  maintainers  and  their  families.

The  1996  Census  public  use  microdata  files  (PUMFs)  contain  samples  of  anonymous  responses  to  the  1996  Census 
questionnaire.  The  files  have  been  carefully  scrutinized  to  ensure  the  complete  confidentiality  of  the  individual  responses. 
Three  files  are  available:  the  Individuals  File,  the  Households  and  Housing  File,  and  the  Families  File.  PUMFs  enable  the 
development  of  statistical  information  about  Canadians,  the  families  and  households  to  which  they  belong  and  the  dwellings  in 
which  they  live. 

Microdata  files  are  unique  among  census  products  in  that  they  give  users  access  to  non-aggregated  data.  This  makes  PUMFs 
powerful  research  tools.  Each  file  contains  anonymous  individual  responses  on  a  large  number  of  variables.  The  PUMF  user 
can  group  and  manipulate  these  variables  to  suit  his/her  own  data  and  research  requirements.  Tabulations  not  included  in  other 
census  products  can  be  created  or  relationships  between  variables  can  be  analysed  by  using  different  statistical  tests.  PUMFs 
provide  quick  access  to  a  comprehensive  social  and  economic  database  about  Canada  and  its  people. 

All  subject  matter  covered  by  the  census  is  included  in  the  microdata  files.  However,  to  ensure  the  anonymity  of  the 
respondents,  geographic  identifiers  have  been  restricted  to  the  provinces/territories  and  large  metropolitan  areas. 

Microdata  files  have  traditionally  been  made  available  on  magnetic  tape,  which  requires  access  to  a  mainframe  computer.  As  in 
1991,  the  1996  PUMFs  will  also  be  available  on  CD-ROM  for  microcomputer  applications. 

The  1996  PUMFs  contain  data  based  on  a  3%  sample  of  the  population  enumerated  in  the  census.  In  order  to  protect  the 
confidentiality  of  the  information  provided  by  individual  respondents,  special  measures  were  taken. 

Data  for  small  geographic  areas  are  not  available  in  this  product.  The  user  will  find  information  for  only  the  provinces,  the 
territories,  selected  census  metropolitan  areas  and  selected  census  subdivisions.  Furthermore,  the  data  have  been  aggregated  in 
such  a  way  as  to  preserve  confidentiality  while  at  the  same  time  providing  as  much  detail  as  possible  in  order  to  maintain  the 
analytical  value  of  the  file.  For  example,  the  data  on  occupations  do  not  indicate  "Physician",  but  rather  the  more  general 
category  "Occupations  in  Medicine  and  Health".  This  category  also  includes  other  medical  occupations,  such  as  "Nurse".  For 
some  variables,  such  as  ethnic  origin,  less  detailed  information  is  available  for  some  geographic  areas  than  for  other  areas. 

A  certain  percentage  of  records  with  specific  characteristics  were  swapped.  The  permutation  consisted  of  exchanging  values  of 
a  subset  of  variables  between  some  records  and  did  not  affect  the  sample  size  in  each  geographic  area. 

For  selected  variables,  data  were  suppressed  from  some  records.  The  code  "Not  available"  was  assigned  to  those  records. 

Income  data  were  rounded  so  as  not  to  exceed  pre-set  upper  and  lower  income  limits. 

The  microdata  files  contain  a  record  for  each  selected  unit  in  the  sample.  Each  record  contains  a  certain  number  of 
characteristics  or  variables.  Thus,  each  of  these  units  represents,  in  addition  to  itself,  many  other  units  not  part  of  the  sample. 
To  represent  all  these  other  units  in  the  estimation  process,  a  variable  called  WEIGHT  (weighting  factor)  has  been  added  to  the 
files;  it  corresponds  to  the  number  of  units  (including  the  unit  selected)  represented  by  each  record  from  the  files.  The  sample 
selection  method  was  carried  out  in  such  a  way  that  this  variable  would  be  constant  for  all  the  records.  The  sample  is  referred  to 
as  a  self-weighting  sample.  The  WEIGHT  variable  (equal  to  33  1/3)  is  represented  by  33.3333  in  the  files.  The  weighting 
factor  therefore  indicates  the  number  of  times  a  record  must  be  repeated  to  obtain  population  estimates.

Canadian  Universities  -  Data  Liberation 
Initiative  (DLI) 

This  pilot  project  provides  Canadian  universities  with 
affordable  access  to  Statistics  Canada's  files  and  databases 
for  teaching  and  research  purposes.  Universities 
participating  pay  an  annual  subscription  fee  and  supply 
support  services  such  as  personnel,  equipment  and 
software.  Statistics  Canada  provides  data  files,  technical 
assistance  and  storage  via  file  transfer  protocol  (FTP)  over 
the  Internet.  The  DLI  gives  universities  access  to  public  use 
microdata  files,  large  databases  such  as  census  profiles  and 
CANSIM,  and  geography  data  such  as  boundary  files. 
Statistics  Canada  provides  copies  of  all  products  distributed 
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exclusively  on  CD-ROM.  With  the  DLI,  universities  no 
longer  have  to  form  consortiums  (consortiums  were  an 
innovative,  efficient  way  for  a  number  of  institutions  to 
share  the  cost  of  expensive  data).  Under  the  DLI,  as  under 
the  consortium  arrangements,  access  to  the  files  is 
restricted  by  contract  to  the  student  population,  teaching 
staff  and  other  employees  of  participating  universities.  To 
find  out  more  about  the  DLI,  send  an  e-mail  to:

1996  Census  Dictionary  -  This  product  provides 
definitions  of  all  the  concepts,  variables  and  geographic 
elements  of  the  1996  Census.  The  information  provided  for 
each  variable  includes  the  associated  question  number(s), 
the  response  categories  or  classifications,  and  remarks 
about  points  of  interest,  such  as  the  variable's  history.  The 
dictionary  also  contains  a  guide  to  census  geography  and 
applications,  a  general  index  and  easy-to-read  charts  (for 
more  details,  see  Section  1.1). 

GeoRef-  GeoRef  is  regarded  as  both  a  reference  product 
and  a  standard  data  product.  It  is  a  powerful  data  retrieval 
and  tabular  output  tool  with  software  and  data  on  a  CD- 
ROM.  Users  can  explore  the  links  between  standard 
geographic  levels  and  determine  geographic  codes,  names, 
and  population  and  dwelling  counts.  GeoRef  aho  provides 
EA  correspondence  data  (for  1996  Census  EAs  and  1991 
Census  EAs)  and  an  EA  reference  map  listing  that 
facilitates  identification  of  appropriate  EA  reference  maps 
(for  more  details,  see  Section  1.2). 

Reference  Maps  -  These  products  show  the  geography  of 
the  census  and  help  users  find  the  boundaries  of  census 
areas  so  that  they  can  relate  census  data  to  physical 
locations.  Over  7,500  reference  maps  are  produced, 
covering  various  geographic  levels,  including  enumeration 
areas  (the  unit  used  for  census  collection),  federal  electoral 
districts  (MPs'  ridings),  census  tracts  (neighbourhoods), 
census  agglomerations  and  census  metropolitan  areas  (large 
urban  centres),  census  subdivisions  (municipalities)  and 
census  divisions  (counties  and  "municipalites  regionales  de 
comte").  Reference  maps  are  sold  individually  or  in  sets 
(for  more  details,  see  Section  1 .2). 

Population  and  Dwelling  Counts  -  A  National  Overview 

-  This  publication  consists  of  20  tables  providing 
population  and  dwelling  counts  from  the  1996  Census  of 
Canada.  The  geographic  areas  covered  are  provinces  and 
territories,  federal  electoral  districts  (1987  Representation 
Order),  census  divisions,  census  subdivisions,  designated 
places,  census  metropolitan  areas  and  census 
agglomerations,  primary  census  metropolitan  areas  and 
primary  census  agglomerations,  and  urban  and  rural  areas. 
The  geographic  boundaries  of  these  areas  are  those  which 
were  in  force  on  January  1,  1996  (geographic  reference  date 
for  the  1996  Census).  The  publication  also  includes 


population  and  dwelling  counts  for  forward  sortation  areas 
(first  three  characters  of  the  postal  code)  as  reported  by 
census  respondents  on  Census  Day  (May  14,  1996). 
Forward  sortation  areas  and  designated  places  are  included 
for  the  first  time. 

The  tables  in  this  publication  can  also  be  obtained 
individually  on  diskette.  Two  tables  that  do  not  appear  in 
the  publication  are  also  available: 

Population  and  Dwelling  Counts,  for  Census  Tracts,  1996 
Census  -  100%  Data  -  This  table  shows  the  1996 
population  and  dwelling  counts  for  census  tracts  by  census 
metropolitan  area  and  census  agglomeration. 

Population  and  Dwelling  Counts,  for  Enumeration  Areas, 
1996  Census  -  100%  Data  -  This  table  shows  the  1996 
population  and  dwelling  counts  for  enumeration  areas  by 
federal  electoral  district  (1987  Representation  Order). 

Postal  Code  Counts  - 1996  Census  -  This  is  a  new 
product  for  1996.  It  contains  population  and  dwelling 
counts  for  all  six-character  postal  codes  reported  by 
respondents.  The  population  and  dwelling  counts  are 
presented  by  individual  postal  code  and  forward  sortation 
area  (FSA  -  first  three  characters  of  the  six-character  postal 
code).  The  data  come  with  Windows^M-based  software  that 
enables  users  to  perform  simple  data  manipulations  such  as 
searching  the  data  set  for  specific  postal  codes,  importing 
groups  of  postal  codes  for  which  counts  are  required,  and 
exporting  groups  of  postal  codes.  Documentation  and 
reference  material  are  provided  in  electronic  form  on  the 
CD-ROM  (for  more  details,  see  Section  3.1). 

Technical  Report  -  Postal  Codes  in  the  1996  Census  - 

Technical  reports  take  a  close  look  at  the  quality  of  the  data 
produced  by  the  vast,  complex  undertaking  that  was  the 
1996  Census.  Despite  the  considerable  effort  taken  to 
ensure  high  quality  at  every  stage,  the  census  results  are 
likely  to  contain  some  degree  of  error.

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Digital  Geography  Products  -  Attribute  Information 

Block-face  Data  File  (BFDF)  -  This  file  contains  1996 
population  and  dwelling  counts  for  the  block-faces  of  urban 
centres  covered  by  the  street  network  files.  A  block-face  is 
generally  one  side  of  a  city  street  between  two  consecutive 
intersections;  it  is  also  the  smallest  geographic  unit 
available  from  Statistics  Canada.  The  BFDF  also  links  the 
block-face  to  all  other  levels  of  standard  geography 
(enumeration  areas  and  above)  through  geographic  codes. 
The  file  contains  street  names  with  address  ranges  as  well 
as  coordinates  for  a  point  representing  the  approximate 
centre  of  each  block-face.  A  reference  guide  is  included. 

Postal  Code  Conversion  File  (PCCF)  -  This  file  provides 
the  relationship  between  Canada  Post  Corporation's  six- 
character  postal  codes  and  the  standard  1 996  Census 
geographic  areas  (enumeration  areas,  municipalities, 
census  tracts  and  so  on).  It  also  provides  the  x,  y 
coordinates  of  a  point  representing  the  approximate 
location  of  the  postal  code  to  support  mapping.  A  reference 
guide  is  included. 

Postal  Codes  by  Federal  Ridings  File  (PCFRF)  (1996 
Representation  Order)  -  This  ASCII  file  provides  a  link 
between  six-character  postal  codes  and  federal  electoral 
districts.  A  federal  electoral  district  is  any  place  or  territory 
entitled  to  elect  a  Member  of  Parliament  (MP)  to  sit  in  the 
House  of  Commons.

Digital  Geography  Products  -  Spatial  Information 

Digital  boundary  files  (DBFs)  and  digital  cartographic 
files  (DCFs)  -  Digital  boundary  files  show  the  official 
boundaries  used  for  census  collection.  As  a  result,  the 
boundaries  often  appear  as  straight  lines  extending  into 
bodies  of  water.  In  digital  cartographic  files,  the 
boundaries  have  been  altered  to  follow  the  coastlines  and 
shorelines  of  Canada's  land  mass,  including  major  islands. 

Street  network  files  (SNFs)  -  These  are  digital  files 
representing  the  street  networks  of  most  large  urban  centres 
in  Canada.  They  also  contain  other  visible  physical  and 
cultural  features  (such  as  hydrography,  railroads  and 
pipelines)  and  attribute  information  (e.g.,  street  names, 
hydrographic  names  and  address  ranges  for  streets  with 
assigned  addresses).  Streets  and  addresses  are  updated  to 
reflect  the  information  collected  on  Census  Day,  May  14, 
1996.  In  combination  with  appropriate  software  owned  by 
the  user,  street  network  files  are  useful  in  preparing  routes, 
planning  delivery  services  and  mapping.  A  reference  guide 
is  included. 


Skeletal  street  network  files  (SSNFs)  -  These  are 
"thinned  out"  street  network  files  consisting  Of  cartographic 
reference  features  such  as  major  streets  (with  street  names 
but  no  address  ranges)  and  some  railway  features  used  to 
define  census  tract  boundaries.

Data  Quality 

General 

The  1996  Census  was  a  large  and  complex  undertaking 
and,  while  considerable  effort  was  taken  to  ensure  high 
standards  throughout  all  collection  and  processing 
operations,  the  resulting  estimates  are  inevitably  subject  to 
a  certain  degree  of  error.  Users  of  census  data  should  be 
aware  such  error  exists,  and  have  some  appreciation  of  its 
main  components,  so  that  they  can  assess  the  usefulness  of 
census  data  for  their  purposes  and  the  risks  involved  in 
basing  conclusions  or  decisions  on  these  data. 

Errors  can  arise  at  virtually  every  stage  of  the  census 
process,  from  the  preparation  of  materials  through  the 
listing  of  dwellings,  data  collection  and  processing.  Some 
errors  occur  more  or  less  at  random,  and  when  the 
individual  responses  are  aggregated  for  a  sufficiently  large 
group,  such  errors  tend  to  cancel  out.  For  errors  of  this 
nature,  the  larger  the  group,  the  more  accurate  the 
corresponding  estimate.  It  is  for  this  reason  that  users  are 
advised  to  be  cautious  when  using  small  estimates.  There 
are  some  errors,  however,  which  might  occur  more 
systematically,  and  which  result  in  "biased"  estimates. 
Because  the  bias  from  such  errors  is  persistent  no  matter 
how  large  the  group  for  which  responses  are  aggregated, 
and  because  bias  is  particularly  difficult  to  measure, 
systematic  errors  are  a  more  serious  problem  for  most  data 
users  than  the  random  errors  referred  to  previously. 

For  census  data  in  general,  the  principal  types  of  error  are 
as  follows: 

-  coverage  errors,  which  occur  when  dwellings  and/or 
individuals  are  missed,  incorrectly  included  or  double 
counted; 

-  non-response  errors,  which  result  when  responses  cannot 
be  obtained  from  a  small  number  of  households  and/or 
individuals,  because  of  extended  absence  or  some  other 
reason; 

-  response  errors,  which  occur  when  the  respondent,  or 
sometimes  the  Census  Representative,  misunderstands  a 
census  question,  and  records  an  incorrect  response; 


-  processing  errors,  which  can  occur  at  various  steps 
including  coding,  when  "write-in"  responses  are 
transformed  into  numerical  codes;  data  capture,  when 
responses  are  transferred  from  the  census  questionnaire  to 
computer  tapes  by  key-entry  operators;  and  imputation, 
when  a  "valid",  but  not  necessarily  correct,  response  is 
inserted  into  a  record  by  the  computer  to  replace  missing  or 
"invalid"  data  ("valid"  and  "invalid"  referring  to  whether  or 
not  the  response  is  consistent  with  other  information  on  the 
record); 

-  sampling  errors,  which  apply  only  to  the  supplementary 
questions  on  the  "long  form"  asked  of  a  one-fifth  sample  of 
households,  and  which  arise  from  the  fact  that  the  results 
for  these  questions,  when  weighted  up  to  represent  the 
whole  population,  inevitably  differ  somewhat  from  the 
results  which  would  have  been  obtained  if  these  questions 
had  been  asked  of  all  households. 

The  above  types  of  error  each  have  both  random  and 
systematic  components.  Usually,  however,  the  systematic 
component  of  sampling  error  is  very  small  in  relation  to  its 
random  component.  For  the  other  non-sampling  errors, 
both  random  and  systematic  components  may  be 
significant. 


Coverage  Errors 

Coverage  errors  affect  the  accuracy  of  the  census  counts, 
that  is  the  sizes  of  the  various  census  universes:  population, 
families,  households  and  dwellings.  While  steps  have  been 
taken  to  correct  certain  identifiable  errors,  the  final  counts 
are  still  subject  to  some  degree  of  error  resulting  from 
persons  or  dwellings  being  missed,  incorrectly  included  in 
the  census  or  double  counted. 

Missed  dwellings  or  persons  result  in  undercoverage. 
Dwellings  can  be  missed  because  of  the  misunderstanding 
of  enumeration  area  (EA)  boundaries,  or  because  they  are 
not  apparent  (e.g.  unmarked  dwellings)  or  appear 
uninhabitable.  Persons  can  be  missed  when  their  dwelling 
is  missed  or  is  classified  as  vacant,  or  when  individual 
household  members  are  omitted  from  the  questionnaire 
because  the  respondent  misinterprets  the  instructions  on 
whom  to  include.  Some  individuals  may  be  missed  because 
they  have  no  usual  residence  and  did  not  spend  census 
night  in  aiiy  dwelling. 
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Dwellings  or  persons  that  are  incorrectly  included  or  double 
counted  result  in  overcoverage.  Overcoverage  of  dwellings 
can  occur  when  structures  unfit  for  habitation  are  listed  as 
dwellings,  or  when  units  which  do  not  meet  the  census 
definition  of  a  dwelling  are  listed  separately  instead  of 
being  treated  as  part  of  a  larger  dwelling.  Double  counting 
of  dwellings  also  can  occur  because  of  ambiguity  over  EA 
boundaries.  Persons  can  be  double  counted  because  their 
dwelling  is  double  counted  or  because  the  guidelines  on 
whom  to  include  on  the  questionnaire  have  been 
misunderstood.  Occasionally,  someone  who  is  not  in  the 
census  population  universe,  such  as  a  foreign  resident  or  a 
fictitious  person,  may,  incorrectly,  be  enumerated  in  the 
census.  On  average,  overcoverage  is  less  likely  to  occur 
than  undercoverage  and,  as  a  result,  counts  of  dwellings 
and  persons  are  likely  to  be  slightly  underestimated. 

In  1996,  three  studies  are  used  to  measure  coverage  error. 
In  the  Vacancy  Check,  a  sample  of  dwellings  listed  as 
vacant  was  revisited  to  verify  that  they  were  vacant  on 
Census  Day.  Adjustments  have  been  made  to  the  final 
census  counts  for  households  and  persons  missed  because 
their  dwelling  was  incorrectly  classified  as  vacant.  Despite 
these  adjustments,  the  final  counts  are  still  subject  to  some 
undercoverage.  Undercoverage  tends  to  be  higher  for 
certain  segments  of  the  population  such  as  young  male 
adults  and  recent  immigrants.  The  Reverse  Record  Check 
study  is  used  to  measure  the  residual  undercoverage  for 
Canada,  and  each  province  and  territory.  The  Overcoverage 
Study  is  designed  to  investigate  overcoverage  errors.  The 
results  of  the  Reverse  Record  Check  and  the  Overcoverage 
Study,  when  taken  together,  furnish  an  estimate  of  net 
undercoverage. 


Other  Non-sampling  Errors 

While  coverage  errors  affect  the  number  of  units  in  the 
various  census  universes,  other  errors  affect  the 
characteristics  of  those  units. 

Sometimes,  it  is  not  possible  to  obtain  a  complete  response 
from  a  household,  even  though  the  dwelling  was  identified 
as  occupied  and  a  questionnaire  dropped  off.  The  household 
members  may  have  been  away  throughout  the  census  period 
or,  in  rare  instances,  the  householder  may  have  refused  to 
complete  the  form.  More  frequently,  the  questionnaire  is 
returned  but  information  is  missing  for  some  questions  or 
individuals.  Considerable  effort  is  devoted  to  ensure  as 
complete  a  response  as  possible.  Census  representatives  edit 
the  questionnaires  and  follow  up  on  missing  information. 
Their  work  is  then  checked  by  both  a  supervisor  and  a 
quality  control  technician.  Despite  this,  at  the  end  of  the 
collection  stage,  a  small  number  of  responses  is  still 


missing.  Although  missing  entries  are  eliminated  during 
processing  by  replacing  a  missing  value  by  the 
corresponding  entry  for  a  "similar"  record,  there  remain 
some  potential  non-response  errors.  This  is  particularly 
serious  if  the  non-respondents  differ  in  some  respects  from 
the  respondents,  since  this  procedure  will  result  in 
non-response  bias. 

Even  when  a  response  is  obtained,  it  may  not  be  entirely 
accurate.  The  respondent  may  have  misinterpreted  the 
question  or  may  have  guessed  the  answer,  especially  when 
answering  on  behalf  of  another,  possibly  absent,  household 
member.  Such  errors  are  referred  to  as  response  errors. 
While  response  errors  usually  arise  from  inaccurate 
information  provided  by  respondents,  they  can  also  result 
from  mistakes  by  the  Census  Representative  when 
completing  certain  parts  of  the  questionnaire,  such  as 
structural  type  of  dwelling,  or  when  calling  back  to  obtain  a 
missing  response. 

Some  of  the  questions  on  the.  census  document  require  a 
written  response.  During  processing,  these  "write-in" 
entries  are  given  a  numeric  code.  Coding  errors  can  occur 
when  the  written  response  is  ambiguous,  incomplete, 
difficult  to  read  or  when  the  code  list  is  extensive  (e.g.. 
Major  Field  of  Study,  Place  of  Work).  A  formal  Quality 
Control  (QC)  operation  is  used  to  detect,  rectify  and  reduce 
coding  errors.  Within  each  work  unit,  a  sample  of 
responses  is  independently  coded  a  second  time.  The 
resolution  of  discrepancies  between  the  first  and  second 
codings  determines  whether  recoding  of  the  work  unit  is 
necessary.  Except  for  the  Industry  and  Occupation 
variables,  much  of  the  census  coding  is  now  automated, 
partiy  in  an  effort  to  reduce  the  extent  of  coding  errors. 

The  information  on  the  questionnaires  is  key-entered  onto  a 
computer  file.  Two  procedures  are  used  to  control  the 
number  of  data  capture  errors.  First,  certain  edits  (such  as 
range  checks)  are  performed  as  the  data  are  keyed.  Second, 
a  sample  from  each  batch  of  documents  is  rekeyed  and 
compared  with  the  original  entries.  Unsatisfactory  work  is 
identified  and  corrected  and  the  remainder  of  the  batch  is 
rekeyed  as  needed. 
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Once  captured,  the  data  are  edited  where  they  undergo  a 
series  of  computer  checics  to  identify  missing  or 
inconsistent  responses.  These  are  replaced  during  the 
imputation  stage  of  processing  where  either  a  response 
consistent  with  the  other  respondent's  data  is  inferred  or  a 
response  from  a  similar  donor  is  substituted.  Imputation 
ensures  a  complete  database  where  the  data  correspond  to 
the  census  counts  and  facilitate  multivariate  analyses. 
Although  imputation  may  introduce  errors,  the  methods 
used  have  been  rigorously  tested  to  minimize  systematic 
imputation  errors. 

Various  studies  are  being  carried  out  to  evaluate  the  quality 
of  the  responses  obtained  in  the  1996  Census.  For  each 
question,  response  rates  and  edit  failure  rates  have  been 
calculated.  These  can  be  useful  in  identifying  the  potential 
for  non-response  errors  and  other  type  of  errors.  Also, 
tabulations  from  the  1996  Census  have  been  or  will  be 
compared  with  corresponding  estimates  from  previous 
censuses,  from  sample  surveys  (such  as  the  Labour  Force 
Survey)  and  from  various  administrative  records  (such  as 
birth  registrations  and  municipal  assessment  records).  Such 
comparisons  can  indicate  potential  quality  problems  or  at 
least  discrepancies  between  the  sources. 

In  addition  to  these  aggregate-level  comparisons,  there  are 
some  micro-match  studies  in  progress,  in  which  census 
responses  are  compared  with  another  source  of  information 
at  the  individual  record  level.  For  certain  "stable" 
characteristics  (such  as  Age,  Sex,  Mother  Tongue,  Place  of 
Birth),  the  responses  obtained  in  the  1996  Census,  for  a 
sample  of  individuals,  are  being  compared  with  those  for 
the  same  individuals  in  the  1991  Census. 


Sampling  Errors 

Estimates  obtained  by  weighting  up  responses  collected  on 
a  sample  basis  are  subject  to  error  due  to  the  fact  that  the 
distribution  of  characteristics  within  the  sample  will  not 
usually  be  identical  to  the  distribution  of  characteristics 
within  the  population  from  which  the  sample  has  been 
selected. 

The  potential  error  introduced  by  sampling  will  vary 
according  to  the  relative  scarcity  of  the  characteristics  in 
the  population.  For  large  cell  values,  the  potential  error  due 
to  sampling,  as  a  proportion  of  the  cell  value,  will  be 
relatively  small.  For  small  cell  values,  this  potential  error, 
as  a  proportion  of  the  cell  value,  will  be  relatively  large. 


The  potential  error  due  to  sampling  is  usually  expressed  in 
terms  of  the  so-called  "standard  error".  This  is  the  square 
root  of  the  average,  taken  over  all  possible  samples  of  the 
same  size  and  design,  of  the  squared  deviation  of  the 
sample  estimate  from  the  value  for  the  total  population. 

The  following  table  provides  approximate  measures  of  the 
standard  error  due  to  sampling.  These  measures  are 
intended  as  a  general  guide  only.

Users  wishing  to  determine  the  approximate  error  due  to 
sampling  for  any  given  cell  of  data,  based  upon  the  20% 
sample,  should  choose  the  standard  error  value 
corresponding  to  the  cell  value  that  is  closest  to  the  value  of 
the  given  cell  in  the  census  tabulation.  When  using  the 
obtained  standard  error  value,  in  general  the  user  can  be 
reasonably  certain  that,  for  the  enumerated  population,  the 
true  value  (discounting  all  forms  of  error  other  than 
sampling)  lies  within  plus  or  minus  three  times  the 
standard  error  (e.g.,  for  a  cell  value  of  1,000,  the  range 
would  be  1,000  ±  (3  x  65)  or  1,000  ±  195). 

The  standard  errors  given  in  the  table  above  will  not  apply 
to  population  or  universe  (persons,  households,  dwellings 
or  families)  totals  or  subtotals  for  the  geographic  area  under 
consideration  (see  Sampling  and  Weighting).  The  effect  of 
sampling  for  these  cells  can  be  determined  by  comparison 
with  a  corresponding  100%  data  publication. 

The  effect  of  the  particular  sample  design  and  weighting 
procedure  used  in  the  1996  Census  will  vary,  however, 
from  one  characteristic  to  another  and  from  one  geographic 
area  to  another.  The  standard  error  values  in  the  table  may, 
therefore,  understate  or  overstate  the  error  due  to  sampling. 
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Sampling  and  Weighting 

The  1996  Census  data  were  collected  either  from  100%  of 
the  population  or  on  a  sample  basis  (i.e.  from  a  random 
sample  of  one  in  five  households)  with  the  data  weighted 
up  to  provide  estimates  for  the  entire  population.  The 
information  in  this  report  was  collected  on  a  20%  sample 
basis  and  weighted  up  to  compensate  for  sampling.  All 
table  headings  are  noted  accordingly.  Note  that,  on  Indian 
reserves  and  in  remote  areas,  all  data  were  collected  on  a 
100%  basis. 

For  any  given  geographic  area,  the  weighted  population, 
household,  dwelling  or  family  total  or  subtotal  may  differ 
from  that  shown  in  reports  containing  data  collected  on  a 
100%  basis.  Such  variation  (in  addition  to  the  effect  of 
random  rounding)  will  be  due  to  sampling. 

Confidentiality  and  Random  Rounding 

The  figures  shown  in  the  tables  have  been  subjected  to  a 
confidentiality  procedure  known  as  "random  rounding"  to 
prevent  the  possibility  of  associating  statistical  data  with 
any  identifiable  individual.  Under  this  method,  all  figures, 
including  totals  and  margins,  are  randomly  rounded  either 
up  or  down  to  a  multiple  of  "5",  and  in  some  cases  "10". 
While  providing  strong  protection  against  disclosure,  this 
technique  does  not  add  significant  error  to  the  census  data. 
The  user  should  be  aware  that  totals  and  margins  are 
rounded  independentiy  of  the  cell  data  so  that  some 
difference  between  these  and  the  sum  of  rounded  cell  data 
may  exist.  Also,  minor  differences  can  be  expected  in 
corresponding  totals  and  cell  values  among  various  census 
tabulations.  Similarly,  percentages,  which  are  calculated  on 
rounded  figures,  do  not  necessarily  add  up  to  100%. 
Percentage  distributions  and  rates  for  the  most  part  are 
based  on  rounded  data,  while  percentage  changes  and 
averages  are  based  on  unrounded  data.  It  should  also  be 
noted  that  small  cell  counts  may  suffer  a  significant 
distortion  as  a  result  of  random  rounding.  Individual  data 
cells  containing  small  numbers  may  lose  their  precision  as 
a  result. 

Users  should  be  aware  of  possible  data  distortions  when 
they  are  aggregating  these  rounded  data.  Imprecisions  as  a 
result  of  rounding  tend  to  cancel  each  other  out  when  data 
cells  are  re-aggregated.  However,  users  can  minimize  these 
distortions  by  using,  whenever  possible,  the  appropriate 
subtotals  when  aggregating. 


For  those  requiring  maximum  precision,  the  option  exists 
to  use  custom  tabulations.  With  custom  products, 
aggregation  is  done  using  individual  census  database 
records.  Random  rounding  occurs  only  after  the  data  cells 
have  been  aggregated,  thus  minimizing  any  distortion. 

In  addition  to  random  rounding,  area  suppression  has 
been  adopted  to  further  protect  the  confidentiality  of 
individual  responses. 

Area  suppression  is  the  deletion  of  all  characteristic  data 
for  geographic  areas  with  populations  below  a  specified 
size.  The  extent  to  which  data  are  suppressed  depends  upon 
the  following  factors: 

-  If  the  data  are  tabulated  from  the  100%  database,  the  data 
are  suppressed  if  the  total  area  population  in  the  area  is  less 
than  40. 

-  If  the  data  are  tabulated  from  the  20%  sample  database, 
the  data  are  suppressed  if  the  total  non-institutional 
population  in  the  area  from  either  the  100%  or  20% 
databases  is  less  than  40. 

There  are  some  exceptions  to  these  rules: 

-  Income  distributions  and  related  statistics  are  suppressed 
if  the  non-institutional  population  in  the  area  from  either 
the  100%  or  20%  databases  is  less  than  250. 

-  If  the  data  are  tabulated  from  the  1 00%  database  and 
refer  to  six-digit  postal  codes,  the  data  are  suppressed  if  the 
total  population  in  the  area  is  less  than  100. 

-  If  the  data  are  tabulated  from  the  20%  sample  database 
and  refer  to  six-digit  postal  codes,  the  data  are  suppressed  if 
the  total  non-institutional  population  in  the  area  from  either 
the  100%  or  20%  databases  is  less  than  100. 

In  all  cases,  suppressed  data  are  included  in  the  appropriate 
higher  aggregate  subtotals  and  totals. 

The  suppression  technique  is  being  implemented  for  all 
products  involving  subprovincial  data  (i.e.  Profile  series, 
basic  summary  tabulations,  semi-custom  and  custom  data 
products)  collected  on  a  100%  or  20%  sample  basis. 

With  cell  suppression,  the  minimum  acceptable  value  for  a 
cell  is  specified.  All  cell  values  below  the  designated  cut-off 
are  deleted  and  replaced  by  zeros.  However,  the  suppressed 
data  are  included  in  the  appropriate  higher  aggregate 
subtotals  and  totals.
